Instead of the present $44 of a 
hospital bill that mu st be paid 
by a m edicare recipient for hos­ 
pitalization u p to 60 day s, the 
patient will hav e to pay $32 u n­ 
der the increase in :he dedu cti­ 
ble. 
From 60 to 90 day s, the pa­ 
tient's share will rise from $11 
to $13 of daily costs, md ov er 90 
day s the patient will pay $26 per 
dav instead of the cu rrent $22 
The President als> > predicted 
there wou ld be a 
su bstantial 
increase" in the cu rrent $4 per 
month which beneficiaries mu st 
pay for su pplementary medical 
benefits- helping

The sou rces 
said abou t 250,000 North Viet­ 
nam ese infiltrated in 1968. 
On the battlefield. American 
forces backed by div e-bombers 
and helicopter gu nships killed 7 2 
enem y troops in three actions 
Friday ranging from 18 miles 
sou th of Saigon to 33 miles 
northwest of the capital city .

Hijack ing of airplanes while in flight, a prac* 
tice cf international banditry condoned by and 
probably encou raged by Commu nist Cu ba, has 
spread its contagion u ntil many other nations 
throu ghou t the world hav e been affected. 
So acu te has the problem become that Presi­ 
dent Nix on felt it adv isable to u rge the United 
Nations to giv e high priority to efforts to halt 
the hijack ings. He declared it an isiu e on which 
there shou ld be no national differences. 


HE PLACED DIRECT responsibility on the 
cou ntry to which the seized planes are flown, 
ahserv ing that the aerial piracy can not be 
el minated if the pirates are granted asy lu m. 
Withou t th.* President say ing so, it is obv iou s 
to all the world that Cu ba is by far the major 
offender in this respect. Statistics rev eal that 31 
of the 105 airplanes hijack ed since 1%1 were 
American and 50 of these 51 were forced to 
Cu ba. Half cf the remaining 54 planes, belong­ 
ing to other nations, also were forced to Cu ba. 
It is interesting to note then that the day af­ 
ter the President’s speech Cu ba annou nced a 
new law that prov ides for ex tradition to the 
cou ntry of origin of persons who hijack boats or 
arolanes to Cu be 
State 
Department officials, describing 
an 
anti-hijack ing agreement between the United 
States and Cu ba as technically possible, are 
s'u dv ing possibilities for reaching an accord on 
this issu e. Bu t they can’t help bu t be somewhat 
sk eptical of Cu ba’s intentions and wary of what 
Castro will demand in concessions as part of 
su ch an agreement. 
For Castro, who Is in dire financial straits, 
owing a great debt to the Sov iet Union, needs 
American dollars desperately . And he has a 
ready made su pply of them in the hijack ed air­ 
craft. 
He bills American airlines for each stolen jet 
allowed to retu rn to the United States. His bills

The Repu blican trend toward a moderate 
cou rse continu ed this week with the election of 
Sen. Hu gh Scott of Pennsy lv ania as Senate mi­ 
nority leader and Sen. Robert P. Griffin of 
Michigan as assistant leader. 
Sen Scott was elected su ccessor to the late 
Sen. Ev erett M. Dirk esen on the strength of lib­ 
eral, moderate and conserv ativ e su pport. 
Commenting on his election Sen Scott said 
the action demonstrated that “the party look * 
for someona in the middle of the road." 
The Pennsy lv ania senator has 16 y ears Hou se 
ex perience and 10 y ears of serv ice in the Sen­ 
ate.

His longshoremen wou ld 
tu rn those Sov iet ships arou nd if the Viet Cong 
and the "Ho crowd” wou ld send fou r or fiv e 
American POW’s home to their families ev ery 
time a USSR passenger ship pu ls into New 
York and was loaded and u nloaded 
After the State Dept, session. Johnny Bowers 
went ov er the Federal Mediation and Concilia­ 
tion Serv ice headed by his good friend J. Cu rtis 
Cou nts, former v ice president of Employ e Rela­ 
tions for Dou glas Aircraft Co., Inc. 
Chairman Cou nts also Ls an old college-day 
chu m of Richard Nix on. Mr. Bowers and Mr. 
Cou nts had gotten to k now each other du ring 
last winter’s dock strik e which almost strangled 
the cou ntry . These two men, whose back ­ 
grou nds are as disparate as the East and West 
Coasts on which thev were raised, spent 10 
day s and nights constantly together. They final­ 
ly did get the first written contract ev er pu t to 
paper on the Boston waterfront.

KNOWING OF THIS intimacy , Johnny Bow­ 
ers ask ed Chairman Cou nts that day in Au gu st 
to conv ey the longshoremen's regrets to the 
President. They had no wish to embarrass Mr. 
Nix on. Nor did they want to mak e foreign poli­ 
cy . Bu t the longshoremen are hu ng u p on this 
one. There Is, howev er, one solu tion, said John 
Bowe-s. 
“ If the American ar.d Sov iet gov ernment* 
want to u se the passenger ships to break the 
way foi US-USSR trade," said John Bowers,” 
let them release a few of ou r war prisoner* 
each time a Red ship comes into New York . 
That wou ld certainly stir ou r men. Thu s ev en­ 
tu ally this problem wou ’d ctase to be a prob­ 
lem. 
Mr. Bowers again spok e of what seemed to 
be a formu larized prisoner ex change — fiv e 
men for each Sov iet ship. 
Presu mably , after Johnny Bowers and his 
chief, Teddy Gleason, flew heme, Chairman 
Cou nt* relay ed the message to President Nix on. 
Johnny Bowers tells me the offer still is on 
the table.

“ It seems to me those prices are pretty 


high.” 


The only way y ou ’re 


going to get any one to cu t down on v iolence 


is to hit him where it hu rts—in the pock ei- 


book . 
“At the same time,” McCormick con­ 
tinu ed, “I believ e produ cers of nonv iolent 
film* shou ld be encou raged by receiv ing tax 
rebates. If any one mak es a TV show or pic­ 
tu re in which no one is either k illed or 
maimed, he certainly deserv es all the tax 
adv antages he can get.”

WASHINGTON — With all the talk and em­ 
phasis In the last cou ple of week s on the selec­ 
tion of a larder for the minority party in the 
United State* Senate, one might mistak enly as­ 
su me that there is su ch a thing as party re­ 


sponsibility . 
Bu t the fad is that only rarely does either 
party fu nction as a u nlh The ex cu se u su ally of­ 


fered is that ev ery member has the right to dif­ 
fer with his party and v ote his own eonv idlons. 
A few decades ago, the opposite was tru e 
The members of each party met in a cau cu s to 
discu ss proposed legislation, at which the dis­ 
senters ex pressed themselv es, Bu t they abided 
by the majority v ote in the cau cu s. To abdicate 
one's party was considered a form of political 
disloy alty . 


THROUGH ALL TOE YEARS since the ca t- 
cu s ceased to fu nction, presidents hav e rarely 
been able to get the benefits of party responsi­ 
bility in Congress. Lik ewise, congressional elec­ 
tions held in midterm hav e not alway s su pport­ 
ed the president in power. 
Du ring the Elsenhower administration, the 
Repu blicans had control of both hou ses of Con­ 
gress only two y ears ou t of the eight. President 
Kennedy had the su pport of a Democratic ma­ 
jority and so did President Johnson. 
When President Nix on was elected last y ear, 
the margin narrowed somewhat bu t the Demo­ 
crat* regained control of both hou ses. 
This is an irresponsible sy stem. In Great 
Britain, Canada, and other cou ntries with x 
parliamentary setu p, the majority party In Par­ 
liament ru les the gov ernment. It designates the 
prime minister from one of Its own members 
and also selects cabinet officers for the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e branch. 
If the people show discontent and want a 
change, a general election can be held at al­ 
most any time If a new majority is then elect­ 
ed. another prime minister is chosen. The Par­ 
liament remains the su preme gov erning body . 
The big qu estion is whether the fou nding fath­ 
ers. who were attempting to improv e on the 
parliamentary 
method, 
really 
accomplished 
their objectiv e. For today , as domestic and in­ 
ternational problems hav e grown more an! 
more complex , there is a noticeable slowness in 
the operations of the legislativ e branch of ou r 
gov ernment. 
The majority party In Congress feels no obli­ 
gation to oUer a program of its own and u su al­ 
ly waits for the president of an opposite party 
to su bmit legislativ e proposals. 
Meanwhile, criticism is constantly ex pressed 
by members of Congress on a v ariety of su b­ 
jects. The chairmen of all the committees are 
Democrats ar.d a significant ex ample of *.he 
break down of the present sy stem can b** noted 
almost ev ery week as the chairman of fhe Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations 
Committee 
seek s to 
mak e foreign policy . 
The Constitu tion, of cou rse, does not delegate 
any su ch cower to Corgress bu t au thorizes the 
president to condu ct international relations, 
Mr. Nix on has sent to Congress a nu mber of 
major measu res. Some of them will win Dem>- 
cratic su pport bu t others will be modified to 
su it the political whims of the opposite political 
party . 


As popu lation grows and the national gov ern­ 
ment is bu rdened with more and more prob­ 
lems, it is su rprising that there has been no 
sign that the pu blic as y et u nderstands the re­ 
tardation of progress inherent in ou r cu rrent 
sy stem of div ided gov ernment. 
In the 197 0 congressional elections. President 
Nix on will dou btless appeal for su pport of the 
candidates of his own party . Bu t he probably 
wou ld prefe.- the election in some cases of 
Democrats who are more in accord with his 
v iews than are those Repu blicans who fav or a 
different ideology from that of the head of their 
party . 


SOONER OR LATER, the v oters throu ghou t 
the cou ntry will begin to insist that a senator or 
representativ e 
su pport 
his own 
party 
and 
pledge himself to accept the majority decisions 
of the party cau cu s. For if a candidate u ses *he 
Repu blican or Democratic party label to win el­ 
ection, he shou ld recognize majority ru le inside 
the party . 


Only if party responsibility is so fix ed can the 
v oter determine where the blame lies—or to 
whom credit shou ld be giv en—for important 
legislation adopted or rejected by Congress.
